Those going in may be for rein- 
forcing Vietminh positions in Thai 
capital of Lai Chau, 200 miles 
northwest of Hanoi, which the Viet- 
minh occupied after the French 
pulled out on Dec. 11. 1953. They 
also may be intended to take over 


occupation of Dien Bien Phu sec 
tor from the battleworn rebels.

The action came on a ruling by 


Chairman Mundt (R-SD) of th« 
committee looking into the McCar- 
thy-Army dispute after the group 
postponed until later in the day a 
showdown on the question of cut- 
ting short public hearings. 


Mundt ordered a closed session 


to discuss a proposal by Sen. Dirk- 
scn (R-Ill) that public testimony 
be limited to Stevens and Mc- 
Carthy and that any other testi- 
mony be taken in closed session. 


Throughout much of th« fore- 


noon hearing, the McCarthy camp 
sought to develop its contention 
that the Army "coddled" Commu- 
nists and stirred up the present 
healings to head off the senator'!

er signed the academy's "birth 
certificate' '—legislation 
authoriz- 


ing its construction. 


The academy's permanent site 


may be chosen by May 15.-A hunt 
for on* has been on since April 
9 when a five-man commission ap- 
pointed by Secretary of the Air 
Force Harold E. Talbott took off 
from here by plane. 


To Iowa, Kansas 


The group announced Sunday it 


was leaving today to look at two 
more proposed sites—in Lee Coun- 
ty. Iowa. (Quad-Cities area) and 
near Tonganoxie, Kan. 


In the past month, the group has 


been hedge-hoping over millions 
of acres of land in search of a 
suitable tract of 15.000 acres on 
which to build the academy, a fly- 
ing field and a tradition. 


The Air Force instructed the 


group to look for a spot surround- 
ed by naturally beautiful country- 
side, on comparatively l e v e l 
ground, near a budding cultural 
center, in a four-season moderate 
climate, and close to a good sup- 
ply of water, natural gas, elec- 
tricity and transportation.

Abuse of Powers Real Issue of 


Army-McCarthy Hearing 


As the army-McCarthy hearings drag on, one hears a 


great deal of comment to the effect that they are a terrible 
waste of time and taxpayers' money. 


We ought, it is said, to be concentrating all our atten- 


tion on the grave Indo-China situation, domestic economic 
problems, the president's program and similar serious mat- 
ters- 
~ 
There is no question of the gravity and importance of 


these latter issues. Nor is there any doubt that the army- 
McCarthy proceedings are fraught with endless confusion, 
digression and repetition. 


But that does not mean they are either unimportant or 


a total waste. Nor is this just a lot of hullaballoo about what 
happened to one army private. 
/ 


There are charges and countercharges in the air which 


go to the fundamental workings of the American govern- 
ment. They cannot be ignored. 
» 
The army has not charged simply that Senator McCar- 


thy and his aides sought special treatment for a private 
named G. David Schine. The army contends that in pur- 
suit of .that goal the senator and his assistants employed 
the full weight and power of a senate committee; indeed, 
threatened reprisals if their demands were not met. 


That is a grave complaint. The power of a senate com- 


mittee under our constitutional arrangements is very great. 
If it can be employed to enforce the purely personal wishes 
of its wielders, if it can be used to disrupt and distort the 
normal, established procedures of the army or any other 
part of the executive branch, then the balance of forces in 
the American government is imperiled- 
*

• 


The countercharge is no less serious: That the army 


used a private who had been associated with a senate com- 
mittee as a "hostage''-in an effort to compel-that committee 
to cease investigating alleged infiltration of subversives into 
the army establishment. 


If'the army ^r any executive unit could with impunity 


resort to such devices to block investigation by congressional 
committees, then congress would be frustrated in its legiti- 
mate function of probing steadily into the soundness and 
effectiveness of government operations. Congress has the 
duty to see that government is run in accord with the laws, 
and run well. 
• 
• 
•, 


Investigation is its weapon in fulfillment of that duty. 


But the Constitution 'does not give to congress the power to 
administer the government. That is the function of the ex- 
ecutive. 


There is a vast difference between checking to see that 


government is run properly, and actually running it. A sen- 
ator cannot, under the guise of mere checking, seek to sub- 
stitute his decisions for those of the secretary of the army, 
of state, or any other department. 


These are the issues at the root of this controversy. It 


is not a question of whether Schine did or did not perform 
KP on a certain Sunday. 


Schine was just the "trigger" who touched off the dis- 


pute- If it had not been he, then sooner or later someone or 
something else would have caused the explosion. 


No matter how painful the digressions, the chaos and 


the repetitions, these hearings must go through to their full 
conclusion. Only <thus can we hope to approach the truth 
about whether either men in the senate or men in the execu- 
' tive branch have abused or tried to enlarge the power given 
them by the Constitution.

NEW YORK—Harry Truman ha* called the attention of hi* old 


friend, Max Lowenthal, to an article In Harper's blasting the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation. ' He suggested that Lowenthal read the story, 
done by Alan Earth, described as a member of the editorial staff oJ 
the Washington Post which sympathjzed with AJger Hiss after hi* con- 
victlon of perjury with plain implications of treason.' 
Truman asked Lowenthal for hi» opinion ot tht 
story and offered tft write his for Lowenthal. 


Lowenthal is the Washington lawyer who out- 


foxed the House Committee on Un-American Activi- 
ties and managed to refrain from naming private 
forces which brought about his selection Ho go to 
Germany as an "adviser" soon after the victory. 
He has been shown up in association with the late 
Carol Weiss King, who specialized in Communist 
cases and with other questionable characters of the 
same hue. Jonathan Daniels, the editor of the Ra- ««tb«»k 
leigh News and Observer, who was Truman's personal assistant in th« 
White House, wrote that Lowenthal was the first one to think of run- 
ning Truman, for vice president, realizing that Roosevelt's number 
was up and, in effect, was the king-maker of the Truman regime ol 
almost eight years. 


Congressman George A. Dondero, of Michigan, made a long in- 


ventory of Lowenthal's personality and activities on the floor of the 
House, on September l, 1950 in which he said: "Within a matter of 
weeks," after he landed in Germany after pulling strings in Wash- 
ington, "he (Lowenthal) was known as the general counsel to Gen- 
eral Clay and had as an assistant George Shaw Wheeler, the Ameri- • 
can traitor, Communist and renegade who shocked all America when 
he denounced the land of his birth and asked Communist-controlled 
Czechoslovakia for asylum." 
Lowenthal later denied that Wheeler 


was actually his "assistant" but his testimony was very vague and 
evasive on many-points. 


Earth's article is a gratuitous 


attempt to discredit the evidence 
which the FBI turns up against 


He says that in the 
the 
FBI's 
reports 


Cbmmunists. 
mid-Forties, 
were "widely discounted if not dis- 
regarded by officials of the exe,c- 
utive branch of the government." 


That seems to have been true, 


but the reason might have been 
that a government 
infested with 


traitors under the patronage of 
both Roosevelt and Truman would 
have had base reasons to suppress 
information from the FBI and to 
refuse to act on it. Earth presents 
a small selection of utterly trivial 
reports which are attributed to the 
FBI and argues that these selected 
items are sufficient to discredit 
the bureau entirely. On the other 
hand, he concedes that the FBI is 
very secretive with its informa- 
tion, which would mean that he 
has no means of knowing how sub- 
stantial its reports are. Moreover, 
to discredit Miss Elizabeth Bent- 
ley, an informant whose work em- 
barrassed the whole regime which 
had truck with traitors and much 
of its inspired press. Earth re- 
ports that some individuals whom 
she exposed were not indicted and 
that some indictments were drop- 
ped. 


Again the motive of self-preser- 


vation arises to explain the* situa- 
tion. 
For the Department of Jus- 


tice was no less guilty than the 
Treasury and the State depart- 
ment. And it possessed the power 
to' protect Reds by making weak 
presentations to grand juries and 
trial 
juries. 
Moreover, 
some 


partisan judges slanted justice to- 
ward the Reds. 


Judge Claude McColloch. of the 


U. S. court in Portland, Ore., was 
quick to defend the FBI in a let- 
ter to the editors of Harper's. 


"Mr. Earth's article is shallow 


beyond belief,".he wrote. "Taking 
only the most fragmentary data 
from thousands of reports, com- 
prising millions of words, the au- 
thor concludes: "Perhaps the re- 
ports made by the FBI. with their 
fuzzy melange of uncvaluated ma- 
terial, compelled discounting.' 


"If Mr. Earth had wanted to 


make a fair, appraisal of FBI' re- 
pot ts, he could have obtained ac- 
cess to a mass of them by meth- 
ods well known to newspaper re- 
porters. 
No city editor on any 


paper of importance would stand 
for such a poor job of reporting." 


In part I have to disagree with 


the judge there, for I have found 
the FBI uncommunicative and 1 
believe few reporters have access 
to much of 'its information. How- 
ever. I will string along on his 
opinion of Earth's "reporting," 
for it seems to me that he bases 
heavy conclusions on flimsy evi- 
dence. 


Judge 
McColloch 
continues: 


"Judge Thomas F. Murphy, who 
prosecuted Hiss, told me he had 
never been disappointed in an FBI 
agent or the chaiactcr of his work. 
I can back Judge Murphy's state- 
ment from 16 years of working 
with these boys. 
Indeed, I have 


never 
heard any federal 
judge 


speak critically of G-Men. 
The 


shallow effort of Earth to discredit 
them 
is 
laughable. 
Yet, 
you 


deemed Mr. Earth's article de- 
serving of the number one spot in 
your publication." 


Senator William Jenncr recently 


said the New Dealers in the Eisen- 
some in the White House itself, 
had a plan now to abolish congres- 
sional investigations and to dis- 
credit the FBI. Jcnner holds that 
there is a plot afoot to change the 
basic nature of the government by 
creating a tolerance for 'Soviet 
Russia and forgetting past acts of 
disloyalty. 
The 
degradation of 


Congress to a minor status in^: 
Washington scheme would be part 
of the scheme. 


Lowenthal may be remembered 


as the author of a book abusing 
the FBI which came out during 
Truman's presidency. 
The FBI 


doubtless does possess a "dossier" 
on him in view of his associations 
over a period of more than 30 
years. Truman's prompt reminder 
to Lowenthal and his offer to ex- 
change opinions of the story Indi- 
cate Truman's att'tude toward the 
FBI as he has never revealed it 
before.

CHICAGO UP)—Police are investigating the possible 


theft of one-half million dollars paid as fares by Chicago 
transit riders. 


Sgt. Arthur A. Wachholz of the 


police . confidence detail 
Sunday 


made'the conjecture of vast rev- 
enue losses by the Chicago Tran- 
sit Authority after disclosure that 
300 fare registers have been stolen 
during the last two years. 


Walter 
J. 
McCarter. general 


manager of the city's huge public 
transportation system, confirmed 
that the devices, known as McGill 
registers, were missing. They are 
used by conductors on the city's 
two-man streetcars. 


Among CTA employes, they are 


known as half-fare registers be- 
cause they are rung once for a 
half fare and twice tor a full fare. 
They are small and usually are 
worn on a belt or halter beside 
the conductor's coin changer. They 
are not used on buses or one-man 
streetcars which are equipped with 
fare boxes. 


Wachholz said'three conductors 


received one-year probation pen- 
alties recently pleading guilty to 
recording fares on illicit registers 
and pocketing the money. All made 
restitution. 


Wachholz said one man, after 


taking a lie-detector test, admit- 
ted that he had 10 of the registers 
and had "rented" them -out to 
friends. One conductor, Wachholz 
said, told him that he pocketed up 
to $16 a day by registered part of 
his fare receipts on a "borrowed" 
register and part on the CTA reg- 
ister which he turned in at the 
end of each working day. 


If all the 300 stolen registers 


are being used fraudulently, Wach- 
holz said, the loss of revenue to 
the CTA conceivably could amount 
to as much as two million dollars

J. Edgar Hoover Marks 
30th Year as FBI Chief 
Law Enforcement Now 
Honorable, He Claims

EDITOR'S XOTE: When he took over a* acting director 30 


yearn ago, J. Edgar Hoover found the FBI loaded with political,' 
hacks whose only qualification was friendship with a local coin- 
mitteeman. Here's the story of how he has raised It to the na- 
tion's top law enforcement agency and a behind-the-scenes look 
at the way the FBI works, day to day.

WASHINGTON OR—J. Edgar Hoover's greatest pride on this, his 


30th anniversary as FBI director, is this: 


"I'm proudest of the fact that we've'made law enforcement an 


honorable profession. In all my career that achievement has made 
me happiest. 


"By observing civil rights, by 


eliminating the third degree and 
the evil practices that once exist- 
ed, we have achieved a standing in 
the country of which I'm proud. 
And it's largely due to the charac- 
ter of our personnel." 


Hoover said he is hopeful the 


FBI will be divorced for all time 
from partisan politics and that his 
own successor will come from FBI 
ranks. 


From Within 


Looking back over the stormy 


years of FBI development, Hoover 
said in one of his rare interviews: 


"I'm heartily in favor of pro- 


moting from with the bureau. 


"When I took over the director- 


ship in 1924, FBI agents held their 
jobs because of political ties. They 
were political appointees, and the 
only requirement was 'Do you have 
the endorsement of your commit- 
teeman?' 


"I stopped that. All my assist- 


ants and associates have come 
through the ranks. My feeling is 
that my successor, when the time 
comes, should be designated from 
the ranks. Not on any basis of 
seniority, but on ability . . . 


"We have developed some fine 


executives within the FBI. You 
can't buy the kind of energy and 
devotion they've given to the bu- 
reau:" 


One-Man Show? 


The 
general 
impression 
has 


grown through the years that the 
FBI is a one-man show, largely 
because the name J. Edgar Hoover 
has become linked inextricably 
with the name FBI. Hoover does 
have the final decisions, but in 
the background is a 10-man brain 
trust through which Hoover works 
in directing his fight against crime, 
espionage and subversion. 


Each mroning at 10:30 Hoover's 


10 top aides' gather in what is 
known as "the executive confer- 
ence." Associate Director Clyde 
Tolson is chairman in the absence 
of Hoover. With him are Assistants 
to the Director L. V. Boardman 
and Louis B. Nichols, and the as- 
sistant directors and d i v i s i o n 
chiefs. 


One member of the conference 


said: "There are no holds barred 
in our meetings. We thrash out 
policies and procedures within the 
framework of our responsibility. 
Each decision is arrived at by a 
vote. If there is a split vote—we 
must give the arguments on both 
sides to the director for his final 
decision. 


Wants Best Opinions 


"The director wants the best 


opinions even if they run counter 
to his own. He wants recommenda- 
tions too on a course of action. 
Once a decision is made, then we 
close ranks and carry out the 
job." 


Hoover recalled the first months 


of his career with the FBI. "There 
were some marvellous fights in- 
side the bureau," he said. "Some 
of the old-timers complained we 
were getting 'Boy Scouts' to do the 
work that could be entrusted only 
to the two-gun men." 


Those first years were ones of 


reorganization, building up a corps 
of agents trained in law and ac- 
counting, and establishing uniform 
rules of conduct and procedure. 


Then came the gangster era— 


the wild rampage of gang rule, 
gang murders, kidnaping, bank 
robberies and reigns of terror by 
underworld mobs working with 
c r o o k e d politicians, crooked 
courts, crooked police officers.

Carry Arm* 


FBI men were authorized to 


carry arms and make arrests. It 
became a federal crime to kill a 
government agent. Laws- were 
passed giving the FBI authority to 
go into action against kidnapers, 
extortionists, bank robbers, racke- 
teers and criminals fleeing across 
state lines to avoid prosecution. 


Hoover built up a giant master 


file of fingerprints, established a 
national crime laboratory for sci- 
entific analysis of crime clues. He 
started the National Police Acad- 
emy, where police from all over 
the nation come to study FBI 
crime detection methods and the 
scientific means of gathering evi- 
dence. The facilities of the FBI 
were opened to all local law en- 
forcement agencies. 


By 1939, he reported that not a 


single organized crime gang 
operating.

WASHINGTON IB — The fall of 


Dien Bicn Phu will leave un- 
changed the American program of 
military assistance to the French 
Union and Associated States in In- 
do china, a Pentagon spokesman 
said today. 


The sea and air shipment of 


equipment and supplies and the 
assistance of aircraft technicians 
to keep flying the planes turned 
over to the free forces in Indo- 
china by the United States will 
continue, the spokesman said. 


Not Minimized 


There was no disposition to mini- 


mize the effect if the fall of the 
fortress should prove a forerunner 
to the loss of,all Indochina. The 
latter. Adm. Arthur W. Radford. 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, said recently, could be "a 
prelude to the loss of»alt Southeast 
Asia." 


The gap in the free world's de- 


fense perimeter then would extend 
from the (Chinese Nationalist ref- 
uge on Formosa far to the west- 
ward 
near 
Pakistan. 
Although 


some individual states In Southeast 
Asia might continue to lean to- 
ward the West, they would be sur- 
rounded by other states either 
nervously neutral or definitely un- 
der Red control. 


U. S. Ready 


Whether there is continued fight- 


ing in Indochina or a truce, as is 
now proposed by the French, the 
United States intends to maintain 
its air and sea strength in the gen- 
eral Far East area — ready to 
deal with any violation of the truce 
in Korea or to be used to imple- 
ment international policy decisions 
elsewhere^ 


Although Army strength is being 


reduced by at least two divisions 
in Korea, the White House and 
Pentagon have stated that over-all 
strength in planes and ships and 
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mobile ground forces will bo kept 
up. 


Deployed in the Far East — 


Korea, "japan, Okinawa and the 
Philippines — arc about 20 wings 
of the Air Force. These currently 
include three medium bomb out- 
fits, now equipped with piston-en- 
Kined B29s but which, under a uniC 
rotation plan announced over the 
weekend, eventually will be re- 
placed by B47 jet bombers. Also 
in the Far East Air Force are 
eight fighter wings, two light bomb 
wings, a tactical reconnaissance 
wing and half a dozen troop car- 
rier wings. 


The N a v y likewise has an- 


nounced that the strength of the 
7th Fleet is being kept at approxi- 
mately the level of Korean War 
days.

President and Mrs. Eisenhower 
had started back to Washington 
that Kredericksburg Police Chief 
A. G. Kendall told of the "threat" 
to kill the President and of the 
precautions taken to prevent it. 


Kendall told newsmen a Negro 


man he termed "reliable" visited 
Frcdericksburg police headquar- 
ters Saturday and said he had 
been approached with plans to 
"knock the President off." Ken- 
dall declined to name the man, 
sayings that to do so might place 
him in danger. 


He quoted the man as saying 


he had been approached by two 
other men who asked him if he 
wanted to make $500. The police 
chief quoted his informant as say- 
ing the pair showed him a rifle 
with telescopic sights and told him 
they planned to shoot the Presi- 
dent from n rooftop.

night, then came to police with 
the atory, and was told to keep 
the rendezvous.

Fighting Follows

PARIS (fi — Gen. Charles de 


Gaulle's pilgramiage "alone" to 
the tomb of France's Unknown Sol- 
dier touched off a fight Sunday 
between police and Gaulist sup- 
porters. A number of civilians and 
11 police were injured. 


De Gaulle boycotted the official

Some 15,000 spectators gathered 


in the plaza around the arch. Al- 
most us many police were ordered 
out to forestall demonstrations au- 
thorities feared might grow out of 
public feeling aroused by the fall 
of Dien Bien Phu, in Indochina.
